Tbe member* would be open to 
Oonrt influence, enpeciilly when lhat 
influence ia advrrse to the intcreita of 
the people : not mom so than the mem- 
ber" of the, Home of IjOrda. An Upper 
Houpe created by the Crown, unci a 
Lower Hoo»e elected by the people, 
could never harmoniously co- 
operate, but must neceawrily 
he muluidly anlagrmiatic : no more 
true tban il :- true of the Houne 
of Lord". But be nil this as it may, one 
thing is certain— an l'ppcr House, nol 
elected by the people could not poMihlv 
secure the re; pert and confidence, of the 
people : eight centurion ur ftld Kagtntl'a 
actual, uperiencs gives the lie lo th'> 
paltry * I under. 

No political truth i- more firmly es- 
tablished tliun this— thai what I) ubj«c- 
tinnal in theory may be liencficial in 
practice. The Hriiiah Constitution 
..Ii in'i l-- with thcorelic anomalies, open 
alike to the centuree. of philosophic 
crilicimi! and to the shafts of republican 
ridicule. But, in spite of nil inch 
blenoiahes, it has raited Kngimid to the 
highest pilch of mural and material 
greatness, and made her the ficest nation 
on the fate of the earth. And of that 
glorious Constitution no part is nvno Opel) 
to the imputation of theoretic imperfec- 
tion than itH aecuml Kstate : and yet ui 
part has pruved to be nmrs Cisentlal to 
the h lability, the (jrandcur, and tbe 
happines* of the whole. 

But this superiority of politics! espp- 
rienco over ptvliiicul theory, tut applied to 
our own case, the Committee cannot or 
will not '* aee.' 1 Let us Ihercfore b *see" 
how, discaiiling enperiei,;e, they propose 
lo cast our New Constitution upon the 
dubious wilds of speculation. 

They wi.uld have cur t'ppcr House 
constituted through no ulhur means limn 
" election by the people." Hut then 
what they mean by election by the people 
is a very different thin^ from lhat which 
in democratic quarters is commonly un- 
derstood by the phrase. They do nut 
mean universal suffrage. Sa such 
thioL!. By ■' the people" ibey mean the 
people wbl*e names are on thi electoral 
roll. Nor do they mean that the people 
thua denned (hall bare ■..■„•■ '-.-.W 
cA«ica. Nothing of the kind. Bj 
" election " they mean the tight of choos- 
ing within a narrow circle, and from 
amongst individuals who have been 
nominaied as worthy of their acceptance. 
The circle ta to be drawn by the Ijowtr 
Hoaae : and the " free and indepeti Jetil 
e ! - ••■■!■ " to whom that Huuse owes 
its being muat on no account prc- 
>hi to overstep the limit" lo laid 
down. The indiTidttabj eligible for 
seatB in the Upper House ito to be 
eclectfd ciclupively by the Lower 
House ; and from thin abort Hit of nam<. 
ne-es ^fur it may include no more than a 
hundred) " the free and independent 
electon," whatever they may think ai to 
lb* ineligibility of any or all of tbe per- 
aona whose names are upon il, or 
of tbe bigh eligibllttj of olber 
poraons whose natnen are not 
there, maat ciiker choose their men 
or not choono at all ! 

If ibis ia not arrogant dictation, we 
know not what is. It is the rcprsientaiive 
riirtiring to Ihe constituent. It ia the 
person who waa chosen laying to the 
person who choir, "Though you were 
wise enough lo choose me for the Lower 
House, you are not wist enough to choose 
a member fur tbe Upper House unless I 
first certify you of hi* eligibility, I 
therefore place in your hands a liit of 
met, whom I deem fit and proper for your 
acceptance ; and whatever you may think 
of my Kletlkrn, beyond ihie lilt the 
powen of your franchise, do nol ex- 
fend : your vote must be here or no. 
where." 

No wonder that one or the Committee's 
own member*, ehould have atated in hit 
place (bat he was astonished to hear such 
ain u neons litutio nil notiun put forward, 
winch waa simply that every member of 
tbe Lower House should be privileged 
lo Dominate hi* friends lo tbe Upper 
H Dutr . 

One glaring inconiii'eney in these 
resolutions has been exposed by a faee- 
linua correspondent. While in one place 
tbe Committee roundly declare that 
(hey know of no other meana or securing 
an efficient Upper House than election by 
the people, and that tbe people should 
elect only from penoni rteom mended to 
them by nomination of the Lower House, 
in another (bey concede that *' if a 
wfficient number or qualifications he tbu» 
conferred in tbe first instance by the 
Lower House, additions may afterwards 
be legitimately made by II i.k Ma,ij *ti ." 
Hi i. Muinr ought lo be very much 
obliged to them for the left-handed 
eonjplimenl. 

On tbe whole, we do not aetoplc lo 
declare our conviction that tbe allempts 
made by Ibis Committee to fabricate a 
Conatitution better than the one now 
before the Legislature have iaaued in a 
miserable fuiluie. 



CBtUK AND FrHIoHUBIS'T. 
A coNTC^cronABT of Saturday has an 
article beaded "Tbe I « or Retribu- 
tion." in which eteeption it taken to tba 
tone ud spirit of onr remarks in a recent 
ii-ue on the subject of Public Education, 
We era reprcsentai ae dwelling upon 
education aa the only means of repressing 
crime, and keeping punishment wholly 
out of viaw. Nothing could be further 
from our intention than lojoin in the 
maudlin sympathy far the criminal which 
bat berome the faabion .ilb philanthro- 
pist, uf a certain school ; not did we, in 



the article referred to, treat of ibe (abject 
of punishment i t ell. Our object was to 
coll attention to Ihe crying evils 
which are growing up and fet- 
tering among us, and to urge the 
nccc*sity of endeavouring by every 
nicuia in our power lo stop the dtrtlnp. 
mthi nf crime bv educating the manses ; 

... -inl'v thus* ihousanda of unfortunate 
rhildrea who, being born and bred in an 
atmosphere of immorality and vice, are 
rather to be eonnidcred •■ victims than 
lo be bated as rogue s. 

We alluded indeed to the conviction 
which is growing, that Ibe law of terror 
is tiA effectual to deter from crime; but 
we ?»id nothiog to lead our readers to 
supposp thst we would ther.fure abolish 
punishments. No human enactments are 
perfect enough tu ensure strictly retribu- 
tive justice. The extent and modu of 
punishment of criminals has nlwa)'* b*cn 
a milter of expediency in theory ; but 
too often, also, it has been the mere prac- 
tice of retaliation, or the effect of a 
brutal revenge or blind pinion Thou- 
sands *f examples might be died 
fiona tbe history of all nations, not 
excepting our own, lo prove 
ihe Iru'h of ibis assertion. Not a hun. 
dred yrnrs ago, the criminal code of 
r ngland included capital punishment — 
the taking away of man's fife — for mote 
Hum fifty offences, many of them Ihe 
most trifling infractions of purely con 
Tentional laws and regulations, in which 
no iifimf gailf waa involved, except Ihe 
guilt of ihe infraction, which, in acethtin 
sense, aa disturbing the existing con- 
diliotis oftliesoci.il compact in the particu- 
lar slate, or at the partirulir period, 
might be. considered an offence against 
tbe public good. In our own day men 
have been liable to sentences of iranspcir. 
latinn for poaching, shooting a pheasant, 
or > toning n bare, to satisfy the pangs of 
hunger- The act, being against the laws 
of the land, was a criminal act : to call 
it a moral delinquency intrinsically 
would be pre put crous. In transporting 
a man for poach i g, tbe law Ihereforo 
did not deal out fit retribution ; 
but it revenged itself for the 
disturbance of certain arbitrary 
conditions established by a section of 
society for its uwn private advantage. 
The poacher may, in mom cases, have 
become a villain ■ but was nol Ihe law 
responsible- in the first iaainncc for mak- 
ing him a " poaclici By the la* of 
Gout, ihe moral law. murJrr is an offence i 
but ia paafhiug an offenre by that law ?" 

Here, then, we discover the tremen- 
dous fallacy thst is included in the htca 
of i rtri/ttifiiM ; and we would rather 
found our theory of puniabment upon the 
idea of pi-traitum, if possible. ; bnd 
where preveniion is not possible, we 
wuiald <lo oor iitm.jj-t to discover by whnt 
means the punishment of the criminal 
could be made deterrent la others, and 
beneficial to society. This is the great 
problem of the day. Our own genera- 
tion will not eolvc it; but, whilst the 
liitfic-ully of solution ia great, iba gradual 
and constant improvement of Lhe criminal 
code is the best evidence that " tbe old 
law of retaliation— the law of tenor and 
cruelty" — hie. been found inadequate for 
the purpose of nrrcNlinji the commusion 
uf crime.

THB vl'rroWA. post OPFICB, 
A m* i «*i.ix took place a fortnight ago 
in the Legislative Council of Vietdria, 
upon the question of (be eateries to be 
paid to the Poal Office employes, and the 
olber expentea of lhe department. 

The Uovcrnment propoied a vote of 
£1700 for salary and allowances lo tbe 
PoaTM.viTEa tiE^r.aai,. The vote was 
objected to by Mr, Mil! in, as being too 
small compared wtih other department! 
of tbe Government ; and he particularly 
called! attention to the very amall vim 
(£20) allotted to country postmasters. 
Captain Coi.E moved lhe postponement, 
of the whole estimate Tor (he t'osi Office ; 
and Mr. Sri. 1 1 r proposed that the Tate 
of postage should be increased, in order 
to meet the increased expenditure. This 
proposal waa combated by Mr. Ho no 
BOX ; and soma discussion took place 
on the suggestion that a postage rate 
should be imuosed upon newspapers. 
Mr. SttacuAw advocated a heavier tax 
on letters, saying lhat people could afford 
to pay tenfold what they bad paid before ! 

The Golokia.!. SatrnETABt set hia 
race directly againit the retrograde policy 
proposed by Meaira, Mfi^rr and 
HTHACKA.X. The ATtonSXY.GEPtEnAi. 
stated that the Oovernment was about to 
introduce a Ilill lo make prepayment by 
stamps compulsory, whereby a large por. 
lion of the labour would be reduced, and 
the expeneoe or the establishment pro- 
portionably diminished. Ultimately the 
vole was postponed by the casting vole 
of the Chairman of the Committee, with 
the view of the laUrwa bring equalised 
wilk those of the other department!. 

We have noticed tliia diacuiaion 
because the whole subject of postal ar- 
rangement! ii one or the utmost itnpor- 
lance to the interests uf all tbe Austra- 
lian coloniea. There ia no department 
of Qorerement which it ia more n-teiaary 
should be placed in a stale of the utmost 
efficiency ; and su far aa good salaries are 
calculated to ensure that aid, we think 
lhe I'oat QiKce is tbe last aervic* which 
should be treated in a niggardly spirit. 
The expen»e of ihe department should 
be regulated wilhuut any reference to the 
qucetion of the revenue il may bring. It 
is of eouran desirable that it abould, if 
pnsaible, be iieir-auppnrting; but whether 
lhe revenue does or does not exceed the 
txpendiiur*. no obstacle should be 
placed upon the interchange of communi- 
cation. T he notion of taxing newapapeis 
is one which we are sure wuuldnot for a 
moment be entertained by any aii indi- 
vidual! in the land.
